LONDON, June 10.—The possi- 


bility that Premier MacDonald 
would shortly go to Washington 
for private conversations with 


President Hoover aroused great in- 
terest today. Intimations came 
from two quarters that such a trip 
was probable. 

The conversations, should they 
eventuate, would include not only 
naval disarmament, but the entire 
scope of Anglo-American  rela- 
tions. Since Canada’s interest in 
the outcome would be vital Pre- 
mier Mackenzie King of the Do- 
rminion probably would be asked 
to participate. 

The Evening Standard says that 
the Cabinet Council today gave par- 
ticular attention to Anglo-Ameri- 
can relatjons and that MacDonald's 
expressed wish to get in personal 
touch with President Hoover was 
communicated to the Cabinet. 

Formal Meeting of Cabinet. 

The first formal meeting of the 
new Labor cabinet was held today 
with all 19 members present. 

It was preceded by a posing for 
a talking picture film, the Prime 
Minister and his colleagues gath- 
ering in the Garden behind No. 
10 Downing street. 

MacDonald speaking into the 
microphone, introduced his col- 
leagues in the Cabinet with the 
words: “May I introduce to you 
the members of the Cabinet who 
have been chosen for very hard 
work and because I believe this 
nation fully believes that they are 
competent to perform it.” 

The Premier mentioned each 
member of the new Cabinet, reach- 
ing Miss Margaret Bondfield, Min- 
ister for Labor, last. 

“But the most unique,” he said, 
“is our friend Margaret Bondfield. 
She is double first, the first wom- 
an to be admitted to the Privy 
Council, now the Right Honorable 
Margaret Bondfield. She is also 
the first woman in the Cabinet, and 
I am sure in the name of the 
whole country we greet her in the 
new position she is to fill.” 

The permanent staffs in the 
Whitehall Government offices were 
scenes of unusual activities this 
morning when their new chiefs ar- 
rived and made the acquaintance 
of the various executives who will 
work under them. 

Miss Bondfield reached the of- 
fices of the Ministry of Labor be- 
fore the usual office hour of 10 
a. m. Girl stenographers and 
clerks gasped when they found 
that their new chief had arrived 
before them, met the principal sub- 
ordinates and had called for docu- 
ments and statistics. 

Chooses Paritiamecntary Secretary. 

MacDonald has chosen L, Mac- 
Neil Weir, member of Parliament 
‘for East Sterling. as his Parlia- 
‘mentary private secretary, an of- 
fice which he filled in the preced- 
{ng Labor Government. Weir has 
been a journalist, actor, sailor, 
teacher and lecturer on political 
economy. but his chief fame in 
Westminster is for his inexhaustible 
fund of Scotch stories. 

News of MacDonald's proposed 
journey to the United States ap- 
peared in the Daily Herald, the La- 
‘bor organ, which said that the 
Prime Minister desired a personal 
consultation with President Hoov- 
er on Anglo-American relations 
and was willing to go to the United 
States for that purpose.

She made her 
first stage appearance in Philadel- 
phia at the age of 18 and a few 
years later played in Chicago ‘1 
“Her Son.” Her first marriage last- 
ed 11 years.

In 1922 they were divorced and 
two years later the actress, who 
had become famous, married Wal- 
lace Eddinger, equally famous 
comedian. In an interview Miss 
Lawrence explained that she had 
married him because the “tilt of 
my nose demands a laughing ex- 
pression—tears ruin it—and so T 
married Eddinger. I am always 
happy with him.” Last year she 
filed suit for divorce, naming a co- 
respondent. That suit was still 
pending when Eddinger, the gay 
star of “Captain Applejack,” “And 
So to Bed” and other Broadway 
successes, died suddenly last Janu- 
ary.

Eddinger’s mother made imme- 
diate objection to Miss Lawrence's 
serving as administratrix of the 
$25,000 estate. John Zwicki, man- 
ager of the Eltinge Theater, testi- 
fied last month at the hearing that 
after Miss Lawrence had walked 
out on “Possession” he visited her 
at her home and found her in what 
he believed an inebriated condi- 
tion. Miss Lawrence denies this, 
saying she had been ctruck by a 
taxicab and pleaded, “Oh, must 
you drag my children into this?”

SWEDISH FLYERS, 
FUEL EXHAUSTED, 
LAND IN ICELAND 


Plane on Way to U. S. 
From Stockholm Forced 
Down § After 

Storm 900 Miles. 


By the Associated Press. 

REYKJAVIK, Iceland, June 109. 
—The Swedish trans-oceanic plane 
Sverige, which started on a flight 
to New York from Stockholm yes- 
terday, was safe at Skaptaros, 
Southeast Iceland, in good condi- 
tion today. 

The airplane was taken in tow 
late this morning by the Danish 
inspection ship Odin. The Odin 
towed the airplane out to meet the 
inspection ship Fyllia, which has 
fuel supplies aboard. The flyers 
will take off on the 150-mile flight 
to Reykjavik when they have re- 
fuelled. The weather continued 
fine. 

The steamer Erja from Rekjavik 
reached Skaptaros this morning 
and reported that the Sverige was 
undamaged but lacked gasoline. 

Reykjavik was the scheduled 
second landing place of the’ Sver- 
ige, which was retracing the old 
Viking path to North America, and 
there was much anxiety in the city, 
when the flyers failed to appear. 
At length word was received that 
Capt. Albin Ahrenberg and his 
companions, Lieut. Axel Floden, 
and Mechanic Hans Ljungulund 
were safe having landed just be- 
fore midnight. 

Ahrenberg’s original intention 
had been to refuel here and con- 
tinue to New York, stopping at Ivi- 
gtut, Greenland. 


Crowds waiting at the landing 
place last night in anticipation of 
the plane’s arrival heard the story 
of its struggle with storm and wind 
conditions directly from the wire- 
less operator on the plane. After 
what seemed a long silence, the op- 
erator tapped the words that the 
Sverige had landed safely. Even 
then it was some hours before the 
exact place of landing was learned. 
Skeptaros is on the sea, on the far 
southeastern edge of Iceland. 

News of the plane’s trouble was 
flashed to the world after it had 
passed over the Faroe Islands, 
midway between the mainland and 
Iceland. The flyers asked for aid, 
saying a gasoline feed pipe had 
burst. Previous dispatches had 
said cold adverse winds were hold- 
ing back the flight. 

The flight from Stockholm was 
1450 miles. After leaving Stock- 
holm early yesterday, the plane 
was refueled at Bergen, Norway, 
and then continued on the 1050- 
mile flight to Reykjavik. The Fa- 
roe Islands were passed at 6:30 
p. m. locai time (1 p. m. St. Louis 
time).

It is as old as the protect've tariff 
itself. It hag been tried in Ger- 
many, England « 4 other countri:s 
and in some instances it has proved 
wonderfully satisfactory. 

Denies Plan Is Unsound. 

“The plan is not unsound. There 
is no reason why we should confer 
a bounty upon the _ steel trust 
through the tariff, and withhold 1° 
from the farmer. Hamilton caid 
that the object of the tariff was 
rather to build up industry than to 
put money in to the Treasury, and 
that is the theory of the tariff to- 
day. 

“Are the members of the Finance 


Pcommittee of the Senate here on 


thig floor willing to bring in a bill 
that would put the tariff on a 
revenue basis only? 

“Webster took the same position 
as Hamilton. He first declared 
against the tariff because it was a 
bounty, but in later years he cams 
to advocate it. He never changed 
his view that the tariff basically ts 
a bounty. 

“So in case of the debenture, we 
are asking for no more than you 
will do for dozens and dozens of 
industries when you pass the pend- 
ing tariff bill.”

Given to Eastern Route. 


The Chamber of Commerce cam- 
| paign for adequate air mail serv- 
‘fee for St. uis will be taken to 
| Washington tomorrow when & 
delegation of St. Louisans headed 
by Walter B. Weisenburger, presi- 


dent of the Chamoer, will appear 
before the Inter-Departmental 
Committee on Airways of the 
Postoffice Department to ask that 
consideration be given to this city 
in the allocation of air mail 
routes. 

The hearing, arranged by Second 
Assistant Postmaster General W. 
Irving Glover, is to discuss pri- 
marily the establishment of an air 
mail line from Louisville, Ky., to 
Dallas and Fort Worth, Tex., with 
a connection to and from St. 
Louls, although an effort will be 
made by the St. Louisans to pre- 
sent St. Louis’ position, not only 
with respect to this route but also 
to protect its interests in the fight 
for a direct air mail route to the 
East. 

Object of Committee. 

In deciding to participate in the 
hearing, the Air Board of the 
Chamber says it is actuated by a 
desire to protect the business in- 
terests of the community and its 
trade territory. It was explained 
that St. Louis is not against air 
mail routes into its trade territory, 
but is opposed to the establishment 
of any lines that would jeopardize 
its chance of obtaining a direct air 
mail line to the East and South- 
west. 

The proposen Cleveland-Cincin- 
nati-Louisville extension into the 
Southwest, it was pointed out, 
would serve to emphasize 8t. 
Louis’ position in the matter of air 
mail routes, and it was felt that 
St. Louls must exert every pressure 
to bring the next transcontinental 
route through this city instead of 
around it. 

The board also has taken the po- 
sition that with a line running to 
the extreme south of St. Louis, the 
proposal to place St. Louis on a 
spur to Memphis to connect with 
it would mean little. This stand 
was taken in view of the fact that 
St. Louis now has good mail service 
to Memphis and that if any further 
north and south lines are proposed 
for St. Louis they should provide 
service as far south as New Or- 
leans, 

A special committee of the board, 
headed by former Congressman 
Cleveland A. Newton, is to be sub- 
mitted at the hearing. An effort 
will be made by the delegation at 
Washington to have a decision on 
the proposed  Louisville-Dallas- 
Fort Worth line delayed until some 
agreement can be reached on a 
route from St. Louis to New York. 
In this connection the delegation 
plans to ask for a special hearing 
before the Inter-Departmental 
Committee on Airways. 

Oklahoma With St. Louis. 

The position taken by the cham- 
ber will be supported by repre- 
sentatives from the Tulsa, Okla- 
homa City and Oklahoma State 
Chambers of Commerce. They 
have expressed interest in having 
the St. Loulis-New York line ex- 
tended to Tulsa and Oklahoma 
City by way of Springfield, Mo. 
During a conference in St. Louis 
with the Chamber of Commerce 
Air Board last week, representa- 
tives of the three chambers said 
they were heartily in accord with 
the chambers’ fight for a direct 
air mail line to the East and un- 
alterably opposed to the proposed 
Louisville-Dallas-Fort Worth route. 

The Oklahoma delegation has 
prepared statistics to show that a 
route extending from the South- 
west through 8t. Louis and to the 
East was far more desirable than 
a line through Louisville and more 
in keeping with the established 
trade routes from St. Louis into the 
Southwest. 

They advocated that a line be 
established from New York through 
Pittsburg, Cincinnati, Cleveland, 
Louisville, St. Louis, Springfield, 
Tulsa, Oklahoma City to Dallas and 
Fort Worth and thence westward, 
asserting that such a route would 
serve a greater population and 
more important cities than any 
that has yet been established or 
proposed, and would command a 
greater tonnage than either the 
present Northern route across the 
continent or the proposed Louis.

BA TEXTILE STRIKERS 


Some of Prisoners Taken From 
Gastonia, N. C., to Other 
Jails to Prevent Violence 


By tle Associated | Press. 
GASTONIA, N. U., June 10.— 


Strike leaders and union officers 
today went ahead with plans for 
the defense of more than 60 strik- 
ers from the Loray iaill held in 
connection with the fatal shooting 
of O. F. Aderhold, Gastonia Chief 
of Police. 

Meanwhile officers continued to 
round up and imprison additional 
strikers who were about the head- 
quarters of the National Textile 
Workers’ Union last Friday night 
when Chief Aderholt ‘1d three pa- 
trolmen were wounded by gunfire 
from within the building as they 
approached it. Aderholt died Sat- 
urday morning. 

Alfred Waganknecht, national 
secretary of the workers’ interna- 
tional’ relief, announced that 
Hames Reid, president of the Na- 
tional Textile Union, would come 
to assist in the gtrikers’ defense. 
Miss Juliet Stuart Poyntz, secre- 
tary of international labor defense, 
said her organization also would 
help those in jail. 
“We will bring attorneys like 
Clarence Darrow and Arthur Gar- 
field Hays here to aid them.” she 
said. 

Police today said there were “a 
few more” they wished to appre- 
hend, but declined to name them. 
Most of those arrested so far have 
been charged with assault with a 
deadly weapon, 

Several men thought by officers 
to have been those who actually 
fired on the police squad have been 
spirited from the jail here to other 
counties to avoid possible violence 
resulting from high feeling that 
swept the town after Aderholt's 
death. 

Among them was Fred Erwin 
Beal, Southern organizer for the 
National Textile Workers’ Union. 
Beal was arrested in Spartanburg, 
S. C., along with K. O. Byers, a 
former guard at the Loray mill 
strikers’ camp, Saturday. City 
Councilman Robert Craig and Pa- 
trolman H. C. Jackson and Thomas 
Rankin were bringing them to Gas- 
tonia when they were stopped by a 
party of 12 men in South Gastonia. 
The men demanded the prisoners, 
but the officers and Councilman 
Craig refused to give them up and 
after talking were allower to pro- 
ceed. 

Yesterday’s activities by police 
were marked by the _ accidental 
shooting of a Deputy Sheriff en- 
gaged in a search for strikers 
wanted in connection with Acer- 
holt’s slaying. George Moore was 
slightly wounded by another 
deputy. 

Police declared they had not de- 
termined yet when preliminary 
hearing for strikers jailed would 
be held. They said they were 
waiting until feeling died down and 
it was safe to bring prisoners back 
from other counties. 

TO FINDING OF ELOPERS 
Chicago Man and Woman Missing 
Four Months Were Living 
in St. Louis. 

A pair of stolen automobile li- 
cense plates led to finding by police 
yesterday of a woman and her 
three children who had been miss- 
ing four months after eloping from 
Chicago with a man who had de- 
serted his wife and child. 

The plates, reported stolen Feb. 
28 from the automobile of Leo J. 
Flaherty, 5228 Spalding avenue, 
were seen by a policeman on an 
automobile parked in front of 4522 
Labadie avenue Saturday night. A 
pair at that address, who said they 
were Mr. and Mrs. James Lewis, 
said they owned the machine, later 
admitting their identity. 

The man, George Chambers, 32 
years old, who refused to give his 
Chicago address, said he stole the 
plates to replace the Illinois tags 
on his companion’s automobile in 
which they came here. He admitted 
he had a wife and child, according 
to police. The woman, Mrs. Mar- 
garet Berry, 28, of 217 Maple ave- 
nue, Chicago, had brought her 7- 
year-old son, Jerome, and twins, 
Patricia and Maurice, 5, with her 
to St. Louis.

Naturally as 
the game originally was called 
“lawn’’ tennis, the turf court will 
die hard. For years all important 
championships in this country 
and England have been decided 
on the turf. 

Clay 
courts are cheaper to maintain, 
deteriorate less, and are the type 
on which probably 90 per cent of 
young America—yes, and young 
France, too—is learning its ten- 
nis A B C's.

Labor, Education, Transport, Agri- 
culture, Pensions, the Office of 
Public Works and the Board of 
Trade. 

This public work will be effected, 
according to Thomas, through the 
creation of a national economic 
committee and a national employ- 
ment and development board. in 
which should center the activities 
of all the governmental depart- 
ments concerned in any way with 
unemployment. Broadly speaking, 
Thomas’ idea for eliminating un- 
employment is based on three 
things: The restoration of normal 
trade, the establishment of perma- 
nent machinery for the prevention 
of unemployment and better treat- 
ment of the unemployed, until they 
find work. 

Favors Credit Policy. 

In more detail, Thomas has the 
following proposals in mind: He 
favors the creation of a nationa! 
credit policy governed by the needs 
of the country’s vital industries 
and not merely by private finan- 
cial interests. He plans rapid fur- 
ther development of roads, water- 
ways, harbors and electricity sup- 
ply as a direct relief from unem- 
ployment. It is proposed to raise 
the age at which boys can lea’e 
school from 14 to 15 years, which 
means another year of schooling 
for 400,000 children who otherwise 
would be thrown on the labor mar- 
ket. This will also require addi- 
tional schoo! construction. which 
will benefit the unemployed in the 
building trades. 

He wants increased pensions for 
those reaching the retirement age. 
with a possible lowering of that 
age below the present figures of 
65 years,.as a means of taking 
from the labor market a greater 
number of inefficient, worn-out 
workers. 

There ig also proposed construc- 
tion of houses which workers can 
afford to rent which would he)» 
absorb some of the 100,000 men 
now unemployed in the ruilding 
trades, There is to be a reclama- 
tion of waste land with credit fa- 
cilities to farmers on more reason- 
able terms, to increase the amount 
of home-grown foodstuffs and de- 
crease unemployment in agricul- 
tural districts. 


Will Modernize Mines. 


The coal mines are to be mod- 
ernized. Mining companies will be 
unified and there will be closer co- 
ordination between mines and 
electric supply centers, with im- 
proved coa!] marketing and distri- 
bution—all this for the benefit of 
employed in mines and making for 
less unemployment generally. 

Thomas also plans the imimedi- 
ate creation of large scale schemes 
for industrial training to aid 
workers who have changed from 
one industry to another and for the 
benefit of boys and girls who can- 


not find work as soon as they leave | 


school. In so far as he ig avle 
to relieve unemployment he 
promises a more extensive and 
better system of unemployment in- 
surance to be paid to the jobless. 

There will also be more Govern- 
ment subsidized emigration to 
British Dominions. 

In spheres outside Thomas’ own 
authority the Labor government

DUTCH WARSHIPS 


ORDERED TO SCENE} 


|Men Said to Be Venezuelan 


Rebels Seize Arms and 
Kill Three Policemen in 
Fight at Barracks. 


GOVERNOR KIDNAPED 
AND THEN RELEASED 


Military Commander Also 
Taken Away in Vessel by 
Band of 500 Who Raid 
West Indian Isle.

THE HAGUE, Netherlands, June 
10.—The Dutch authorities moved 
promptly today to deal with the 
situation created at Willemstad, Cu- 
racao, Saturday night, when a force 
of 500 men described as Venesuel- 
ans, overcame the military police 
and seized the store of arms in the 
police barracks, 

The Dutch destroyer Kortenaer 
was ordered to leave tomorrow for 
Curacao, which is off the coast of 
Venezuela, while the battleship 
Hergo Hendrik also wag ordered 
to prepare for prompt departure to 
West Indian waters. The Kortenaer 
will carry a full crew, reinforced 
by a landing party. 

In the attack Willemstad, 
three members of the military po- 
lice were killed and several wound- 
ed. The Governor of the Island 
and the commander of the police 
were kidnaped and carried off in 
a scized vessel, but subsequently 
were permitted to return to Cara- 
cao, 

While the reasons for the attack 
were somewhat obscure, the Dutch 
Colonial Office was of the opinion 
that the raid and the seizure of 
the police arms were part of a 
movement by the attackers to be 
launched against the Government 
of Venezuela. 

The Governor of Curacao, who 
reported that the situation was 
now in the hand, informed the 
Colonial Office today that the 
Petroleum Co. of Curacao “was not 
interfered with in any way and has 
continued operations.” 

The 500 “bandits,” as the Gov- 
ernment report described them, 
sailed for Venezuela and have since 
dropped from sight. 

The Colonial effice, in @ com- 
munique issued today, said that the 
raiders, after pillaging the store of 
arms, compelled the Captain of a 
vessel lying at anchor in the har- 
bor to convey the entire party to 
Venezuela. 

Dispatches from Willemstad said 
that this Loat was the small steam-

Plans for the New Postoffice 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

OW that the site for a new Federal 

Building has been decided upon, and 
the question of a new postoffice is agi- 
tating our minds, it behooves the citizens 
of St. Louis to show the same spirit we 
have shown in the past to see to it that 
the Government give us a real postoffice, 
a monumental building to which we may 
point with pride. Our present postoffice 
is located on a side street at Eighteenth 
and Walnut streets. The branch postof- 
fice now located in the customhouse is 
not our main postoffice, contrary to gen- 
eral belief. | 

The Government now is considerin 

the erection of another building on Sev- 
enteenth and Clark, where it will be hid- 
den from view, and its existence will 
hardly be known. This will necessitate 
the closing of Seventeenth street, which is 
a very wide street that serves the entire 
community, as Eighteenth streets is nar- 
row and is overcrowded. This matter is 
being considered by our Board of Al- 


dermen, 
Since we are making every effort to 


make new streets, and widen old ones, it 
seems hardly consistent to close such an 
important tooroughfare as Seventeenth 
street. 

If the “Spirit of St. Louis” is to pre- 
vail, and the Washington officials are 
going to spend several million dollars 
here for a new postoffice, they may show 
the same good judgment they are now 
using in Washington, and which they 
displayed in locating the Federal Build- 
ing on the Plaza, 

What is our Chamber of Commerce and 
our Real Estate Exchange doing about 
this? This must command their immedi- 
ate attention, if they are interested in the 
betterment of St. Louis, with the assur- 
ance that these millions be spent judi-

IS IT CONSTITUTIONAL? 

Since Governor Caulfield has vetoed several acts 
of the Legislature upon the score that they are un- 
constitutional, it is fair to assume that the very 
grave doubt already raised as to the constitutionality 
of the terminable permits bill will be a major 
consideration in the Governor’s action upon that 
| measure. 
| As the Post-Dispatch has pointed opt, the clause

‘by the Legislature. It was not in the origina 
bill as drafted here to suit the purposes of the local 
street railway people; that bill did not risk invalida- 
tion of the measure by any such exemption. Its au- 
thors presumably knew, as did the Legislature, that 
‘the bill if thus restricted would be in conflict with 
the constitutional principle that nothing applicable 
'to the whole state can be confined to a part of it. 

| Indeed, analysis of the terminable permit bill by 
legal experts puts in doubt the constitutionality of 


the carrier, but not the city, to accept certain con- 
tract provisions, a violation of the principle that the 
terms of a contract must be equally binding upon all 
parties to it. It also violates the prohibition against 
making laws for posterity by providing that this par- 
ticular clause shall not be annulled by any future 
law. There is, finally, the restriction of terminable 
permits to the city of St. Louis. 

Two eminent legal authorities consulted by the 
Post-Dispatch have agreed that so to restrict the 
operations of such an act is of doubtful constitution- 
ality. Both were of the view that the act is a 
“special or local” one, and called attention to the 
fact that the Constitution prohibits the passage of 
“local or special laws” where a general law would 
be applicable. One of them expressed the view that 
if the State Supreme Court should find the clause re- 
stricting the bill to St. Louis invalid, the entire bill 
would be void if the clear intent of the Legislature 
was to limit it to St. Louis alone. The other said 
there might be circumstances under which the in 
validating of a single clause limiting an act in its 
operation might simply remove that limitation and 
leave the law effective as to the whole State; but 
that if the limitation was clearly the Legislature’s 
vital reason for passing the bill and that limitation 
should be knocked out by the court, the whole bill 
would fall. 

There is also the consideration that to grant the 
street railway company a franchise in perpetuity 
would be to annul an express prohibition of the new 
charter against any such grant for a period of more 
than 50 years. That such a permit would be in 
practice perpetual is admitted by the bill itself, since 
the only available alternative is municipal ownership. 
It is well known that if a grant confers what the 
courts define as vested rights these rights cannot 
thereafter be withdrawn. In short, vested rights 
acquired under a valid law are not destroyed even 
by later repeal of that law. 

But regardless of what the courts may determine 
as to the constitutionality of the law, there can be 
no doubt the Legislature was in this instance guilty 
of unsound public policy. The act is as clearly vio- 
lative of the spirit and purpose of the state con- 
stitution as it is violative of the written word of the

A VACCINE FOR DISTEMPER. 


We are indebted to the Boston Evening Transcript 
for the news that, after years of patient experimen- 
tation, British and American investigators have de- 
veloped a dependable preventive of the disease of 
distemper in dogs. 

Distemper is the scourge of the dog world. It is 
usually considered as a form of influenza, and is 
similar in some respects to the common cold of hu- 
man beings. No dog, from the lowly mutt to the 
prize Pekingese, is exempt from it, and it also attacks 
such wild species of the dog family as fox, wolf, 
jackal and hyena. In big cities the danger of the 
disease is always present and, since it is highly 
contagious, it sometimes assumes the dimensions of 
a plague. In less densely populated sections the dis- 
ease is more likely to appear in hot weather. Young 
dogs are particularly subject to distemper—it rarely 
attacks dogs over a year old—and under its ravages 
they waste away and die, or, attacked by twitchings 
and convulsions, are destroyed on the assumption 
that they are mad. 

No cure has ever been discovered for distemper, 
but it is said the vaccine which has just been de

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THE BATTLE OF CHICAGO. 

The Illinois Legislature has for a couple of weeks 
been fighting what may perhaps be known in history 
as The Battle of Chicago. 

In this battle the opposing forces are clearly de- 
fined. On the one side are the hosts of Cook County. 
On the other the phalanxes of “Down State” Illinois. 
The result is indecisive. The defeat of the proposed 
State income tax is a Chicago victory. The Legis 
lature’s refusal to let the people of Illinois vote on 
the question of repealing the State’s prohibition en- 
forcement law is a Down-State triumph; so, too, is 
the defeat of reapportionment. 

It is a wet-and-dry fight in Illinois, though other 
considerations are involved. The Illinois House is wet, 
in the sense that Chicago’s representation in that body 
is large enough when the issue of city and country is 
joined, to dictate the result. On the other hand the 
Senate is dry, in the sense that the “Down-Staters” 
are in the majority. That majority, however, is 
tainted. It is maintained by the Legislature’s vio- 
lation of the constitutional provision directing redis- 
tricting of the State on the basis of the census and 
effecting reapportionment according to population. 
In short, Chicago is denied the representation in the 
Legislature to which it is entitled under the State’s 
constitution. 

How long Chicago may be thus disfranchised we 
have no idea. It is obvious, of course, that the pres- 
ent political complexion of the Illinois Senate is as 
fraudulent as, for example, the present political com- 
plexion of our Missouri Senate. And the means by 
which this fraud is accomplished is in both instances 
fundamentally the same. In both states the organic 
law is flouted. In Missouri it is flouted by a ring of 
Democratic politicians. In Illinois the Constitution 
is “scofflawed” by the dry element with the hearty 
approval and leadership of the Anti-Saloon League. 

The Illinois situation is another revelation of the 
insidious influence of prohibition in government. The 
drys scream nullification at the wets and pronounce 
violation of the eighteenth amendment to the Federal 
Constitution as treason, yet they themselves practice 
nullification of Federal and State constitutions on an 
unparalleled scale. That they sincerely justify their 
lawlessness by the special interest to which they 
have consecrated themselves may be readily granted. 
That they are pursuing a dangerous policy which 
must end ultimately in defeat or the destruction of 
our political structure, as predicted by Elihu Root, 
seems inescapable. 

Certainly the country cannot hope indefinitely to 
disfranchise the cities. The cities are the waxing 
power in our economic, industrial and political life. 
The country is the waning power. That the will of 
the cities must, and should, prevail under our con- 
stitutional government is the only permissible de- 
duction from those undeniable facts. 

The Battle of Chicago is the battle of the American 
City. 
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It must be great to be an Alderman and be able 
to slip one of your friends an occasional load of “good 
garbage” on the sly. 
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SPLIT INFINITIVES. 

Dr. Frank H. Vizetelly, managing editor of Funk & 
Wagnalls’ Standard Dictionary, author of various 
volumes on the technicalities and idiosyncrasies of 
the English language, and one of the leading authori- 
ties on grammar, diction and the tongue in general, 
spoke at the Town Club and turned out to be a lib- 
eral among liberals instead of the purist and academi- 
cian his calling might lead one to suspect him to be. 

The doctor approved of the split infinitive; he 
countenanced the preposition at the end of the sen- 
tence; he admitted the potency of slang and defied 
anyone to put it out of the language; he laid his 
sword upon the tongue’s despots by insisting that the 
only way a new word should get into the dictionary 
was by election, i. e., by count of the frequency with 
which it was used, and so doing he blew up the the- 
ory that any man, despife his high academic position, 
has the right to choose words merely because they 
suit his fancy. . 

We salute Dr. Vizetelly. He is a‘-man who would 
not rob speech or prose of their robust properties be- 
cause of conservative tradition. He favors red cor- 
puscles, and plenty of them; he caters not to their 
white brethren of the rocking chair school of criti. 
cism. And he does not mistake virility for grossness, 
nor anemic diction for gentility. We salute him again. 
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Capitalism is on trial, says Owen D. Young, and 
what it needs to win its case is more Owen D. 
Youngs. ' 
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THE NEW CITY POLICEMAN. 

The St. Louis policeman is no bogey man to chil- 
dren, but rather their friend and guardian against 
the city’s perils. So our Chief of Police, Mr. Gerk. 
has just told the International Convention of Chiefs 
of Police at Atlanta, attended from all over the world. 

“We are trying to teach the children the policeman 
is their friend and helper,” says the Chief. “Safety 
|talks in the public schools and other places have 
tended to unite this bond of harmony. Next to 
one’s parents the policeman should be the first per- 
son a child should seek in time of doubt or trouble. 
If the officer doesn’t put himself out to help the boy 
or girl seeking him, he isn’t fit to wear the blue 
uniform and the brass buttons.” 

The Chief believes the co-operation of the parents 
will help cement the friendship between the children 
and the policeman. “The persons who frighten their 
offspring with threats of turning them over to a 
policeman are not good fathers or mothers,” he 
says. 

Another angle of vital import in this work, which 
includes using vacant city lots for playgrounds for 
the children, ts a decrease of 26 per cent in traffic 
fatalities among children under the age of 16 years 
in less than a year’s time. It also trains into paths 
of good the footsteps of many a potential gangster.

Fact-Finding

F Dr. Hoover’s good faith in the matter 
0 of his Law Enforcement Commission it 

may be said with all due respect and 
humility that it has not yet been proved. 
A smell of dubiousness, indeed, hangs about 
the whole enterprise. The terms of refer- 
ence are not only extremely narrow; they 
are also extremely vague. Taking what Dr. 
Hoover and Dr. Wickersham have  con- 
descended to say at its face value, the chief 
business before the commission is to de- 
vise ways and means of enforcing a law 
whose chief mark is that, in the view of 
at least a majority of rational men, it can 
never be enforced at all, and should never 
have been passed. No wonder the commis- 
sion has been packed with lawyers! For 
who but a lawyer could be induced to view 
so absurd an enterprise gravely? 


The legal gentry, Indeed, become the 
theologians of our modern times. Like the 
latter, they are masterful logicians—and 
completely anesthetic to such inconvenient 
things as facts. The reasoning of the Su- 
preme Court in the recent Schwimmer 
case was typical of the paralogy that law- 
yers love. La Schwimmer, a woman of 55, 
was denied citizenship on the ground that 
she had said she would refuse to go into the 
trenches in case of war—a duty admittedly 
not lying upon her, and one that she would 
be restrained from performing if she ac- 
tually yearned for it. By the same mag- 
nificent imbecility, In a rum case, the 
learned judges decided that a man could be 
jailed under a state law for selling liquor 
without a license, even though it was ob- 
vious and admitted that he could not get it. 


Dr. Hoover's aim, it must be manifest, is 
not to reduce the vexatious prohibition 
question to anything approaching sense and 
order, but simply to get rid of it convenient- 
ly. He is a candidate for re-election in 
1932, and he is already busy with his cam- 
paign. Whether rightly or wrongly, he has 
apparently decided that he can’t be re- 
elected without the help ef the fanatics who 
supported him so effectively last November, 
and so he is trying to block the demand 
for a revision of the Volstead act, and to 
give them thereby a couple of more years 
of stimulating sport. Their war chiefs, no- 
tably the blood-sweating Bishop Cannon, 
are in and out of the White House smack- 
ing their lips. They like Hoover, and are 
for him. His job is to hoid them in line. 


This flirtation with the gunmen of God 
will cost a lot of bloodshed, and a great 
deal of other unpleasantness. While the 
commission ts engaged upon its witiess la- 
bors scores and perhaps even hundreds of 
Americans will be murdered by prohibition 
agents. Houses will be entered and 
wrecked in violation of the fourth amend- 
ment. and men will be jailed in viciation of 
the fifth and sixth. The official brigands 
and assassins. occasionally landed in the 
dock by some intolerable excess, will walk 
out free in violation of the fourteenth In 
brief, there will be a gaudy show for Meth- 
odista, exactly to their taste. And every 
effort at deliverance will be blocked by the 


massive fact that “experts” are considering 
the matter, and must not be hustled. 

Experts indeed! Their expertness, it 
seems to me, is sufficiently indicated by 
the fact that the Methodist Board of Tem- 
perance, Prohibition and Public Morals ad- 
mires and approves them, and is jlooking 
forward to their findings with complete as- 
Surance. I can see nothing in the commis- 
sion save 4 gang of lawyers and uplifters, 
with one or two innocent bystanders added 
to make the thing look more plausible. It 
is hard to imagine any really earnest per- 
son accepting appointment under the terms 
of reference. If they mean anything at all, 
they mean that no report must be brought 
in which will alienate the prohibitionists in 
1932. That fact is stated plainly, though 
not in words. Nothing must be said or 
done that will rock the boct. 


My guess is that the scheme will work. 
After a year and a half or two years of 


“laborious deliberation the commission will 


bring in a report reading like a decision of 
the Supreme Court. That is to say. it will 
evade all the palpable facts, and confine it- 
self to legal apothegms and pious flubdub. 
It will announce anew that every citizen is 
bound to obey all the laws, however dis- 
honest and oppressive they may be. It will 
reaffirm the crazy theory that we live un- 
der a government of laws, not of men, It 
will quote Abraham Lincoln, Woodrow Wil- 
son and George Washington. And it will 
recommend that more Federal Judges be 
appointed, no doubt on the principle that 
similia similibus curantur. 

Perhaps there will be a minority report. 
calling attention to one or two inconvenient 
facts. Some member or other, revolting 
against the job of playing Chief Justice 
Taft to the Anti-Saloon League, may bust 
into indiscretion and indecorum. But there 
is not much likelihood that this rebellion 
will go very far. It is not probable that it 
will go to the basic fact in the whole law 
enforcement business—the fact, to wit. that 
the worst and most deliberate lawlessness is 
to be found in the Federal courts them- 
selves—that no bootiegger. flouting the Vol- 
stead act, has ever done a hundredth part 
of the damage to law and order among us 
that they have done by their cynical and 
unconscionable mutilation of the Bill of 
Rights.
